Mr, Irish told how he liad gone to
the Merion Cricket Club, at Haverford,
the morning of Jume 16, in company
with Robert Irish, a cousin; Joseph D,
Rambo, of Norristown, and Morris
| Price, of Plymouth Center, to play golf.
Mr, Irish and Mr., Price returned to-
gether,

“*As we were driving toward Norris-
{town, shortly after we left the cricket
{elub, about 11:30 that night,’’ said Mr,
| Trish, “‘we struck an object in the
road, when blinded hy the undimmed
lights of an approaching car. There
was a sharp lmpact, not a8 heavy fm-
pact. I said to Price, *What wns that?'
and he replled, ‘a dog.*

cago by the TFirst Trust and Savings
Dank ns trostee of the estate of Otto
Young, deceased, to recover $30,0687.
which the Government had collected ns
tax on the income of the estate during
1013, 1914 and 1915, The Govern-
ment won, but the Court fo Appeals
reversed the decision.

““This declsion should not be per-
mitted to stand,'’ the solicitor said in
his motion, *‘as In effect it would per-
mit tha aeceumulation of enormous
amounts of money for future nand unas-
certained  beneficlarles  which  wonld
escape thelr just share of taxation
under the income-tax law.''
